Army Nurse Not Only Soldier, 
But Also Ideal, ys 


By MARIE SMITH. 

An Army nurse is every inch a 
soldier as well as an ideal, accord- 
ing to Lieutenant Willie Harris, 
superintendent of the post hospital! 
at Fort McPherson where she is 
serving her 26th year as an Army 
nurse. 

In station hospitals, such as 
Fort McPherson, nurses are not 
only taking care of soldiers who 
are wounded or ill, but they are 
receiving training that will bene- 
fit them in later life as well as 
enable them to take it on the 
chin when they request and are 
assigned to overseas duty with 
battle station hospitals. 

800-Bed Hospital. 

Operating an 800-bed hospital 
with a shortage of nurses is no 
picnic, but Lieutenant Harris and 
her staff of nurses take the extra 
work in stride and pray for more 
nurses to volunteer for Army 
service. This would mean two 
things to them—duties would be 
lighter and those who have re 
quested foreign duty (that includes 
almost all of them) may be sent 
overseas while the newer recruits 
serve in post hospitals here. 

As Lieutenant Cornelius Van 
Buren, attached to the medical 
unit at Fort McPherson after re- 
turning from North Africa, puts 
it, the Army nurse gets everything 
here she does on fighting fronts 
except the foreign atmosphere and 
perhaps a little tension felt as 
wounded soldiers are brought in 
fresh from battle. 

African Moon. 

“And,” he added, “the African 
moon under which romance flour- 
ishes abundantly, of which Army 
nurses have a lion’s share.” 

“A  soldier’s opinion of the 
Army nurse is far from sentimen- 
tal idolatry—but a realistic respect 
for one branch of the service for 
the worth of another,” Lieutenant 
Harris remarked yesterday as she 
made her daily inspection of the 
hospital: From every ward sol- 
diers smiled through their pain to 
speak to her, and the convalescents 
paused in their card game or read- 
ing to answer her cheery greet- 
ing. 

“It’s the soldier’s appreciation} 
for the service we give that makes 
us work so untiringly to alleviate

McPherson since 1938 when she 
returned to the states after three 
years in China. 

“The demand for Army nurses 
is much greater in this war when 
the last because the fronts are so 
widely scattered and as so many 
of the wounded are returned to 
hospitals in the United States,” 
she added. 

After a day in the hospital, the 
nurse is free to return to nurse’s 
quarters—a modern, comfortable 
brick building at Fort McPherson, 
where she can live her own life~— 
Army fashion, of course. 

All forms of recreation are pro- 
vided—and as nurses are commis- 
sioned second lieutenants, they 
may go to officers’ clubs for 
dances and entertainment. 


Entered Corps in 1918. 

Miss Harris entered the Army 
Nursing Corps in 1918 and during 
World War I served in England 
and France. Since that time she 
has served in every section of the 
United States except New England, 
and has been stationed at Fort

Cause Arrests 
In Portugal 


LISBON, July 29.—(INS)— 
Widespread strikes mushroomed 
throughout Portugal today, marked 
by riots that led to calling out of 
the republican guard. The Portu- 
guese caYalry also went into ac- 
tion. 

“It is certainly no mere coin- 


moment news about Mussolini be- 
gan to spread,” declared the news- 
paper Voz. 

Demands for better food distri- 
bution, rather than higher wages, 
seemed to be the grievance of the 
strikers. 

Major Botelho Moniz was given 
special powers by the minister of 
war and many arrests were made. 

Several thousand workers walk- 
ed out of the Lisbon shipyards and 
from some of the leading indus- 
tries. Sit-down strikes erupted 
all along the Lisbon waterfront, 
as well as in shipyards and other 
industrial plants. 

Wives of the strikers stoned 
street cars in an attempt to force 
trolley workers to join the tie-up. 

Doors and windows of factories 
still working also were stoned by 
the women. 

Dr. Mario Pais De Souza, min- 
ister of interior, announced that 
all factories not essential to the 
national economy will be closed 
entirely where strikes occur. 

De Souza said that numbers of 
the strikers returned to work this 
morning, but the majority had 
been taken in police lorries to mil- 
itary barracks and police stations 
for examination.

Nazi Envoy Called. 

German Ambassador Hans- 
Georg Viktor von Mackensen, 
who was kept informed of events 
at the council meeting Saturday, 
was called in to confer with Ba- 
doglio at the royal palace for the 
first time at 11 a. m. Sunday. 

By that time, although there 
was still no public announce- 
ment of the crisis, rumors of 
what had taken place at the meet- 
ing already were running through 
the city and little groups gath- 
ered on Rome’s sidewalks.

Not Easy, But Sure 

In that portion of his speech of Wednesday 
night dealing with the war situation, President 
Roosevelt told us that, while the defeat of 
Hitler and of Tojo would require hard, tough 
and prolonged fighting, the final, complete 
victory is now clearly discernible by the pattern 
of events. 

True. he warned that we could still lose the 
war by failure of the home front, but he stressed 
that the battlefront and the home front are 
so indissolubly one that such failure would be 
unthinkable. 

His outline of the world strategic position 
contained little, if any, information most of 
us had not known before. Yet it was encourag- 
ing to hear from the one man in best position 
to know all the truth, that the war is going 
so well for us and for our allies. 

Perhaps the most interesting portion of the 
speech was that in which the President out- 
lined his proposals for taking care of the 
members of the armed forces after their fight- 
jug is done. He proposed mustering out pay 
sufficient to take care of each man during & 
reasonable interim between discharge and the 
finding of a job; unemployment insurance in 
event no job is found after proper search; 
opportunity for further education or training in 
a trade: credit allowance on social security 
covering the period of service, just as though 
each man had continued in his post-war occu- 
pation; ample provision for hospitalization and 
rehabilitation of the wounded and adequate 
pensions for the disabled. 

Of course congress will have to enact the 
necessary legislation if such a program is 
adopted. There is little likelihood, however, 
that congress will refuse anything possible for 
the benefit of the men now fighting to preserve 
the nation. 

There is only one question on this point. 
That is, congress must act promptly as soon as 
it reconvenes. For if there is too long delay, 
there is always the danger that quick collapse 
of the enemy might find us unprepared to 
make smooth the return to civilian life of the 
millions now in uniform.

STATE ELECTIONS IN ’43 WASHINGTON, July 29.—State- 


wide election contests this year 
are restricted to three, or possibly four states, but they are almost 
ideally calculated to provide a preview of 1944 prospects. 

Of the states that will elect governors, Mississippi is in the deep 
south where revolt against a fourth term for Presdent Roosevelt 
is threatened; Kentucky is one of the vital southern border states; 
and New Jersey is in the heart of the North Atlantic coast region 
which, since it quit the Republican party on the prohibition issue, 
has been responsible more than any other section for giving the 
Democrats their long lease of national power. 

The fourth possible entry is New York, where President Roose- 
velt is reported to be leading a Democratic effort to force an elec- 
tion on November 2 to fill a vacancy caused by the sudden death 
of the Republican lieutenant governor, Thomas W. Wallace. 

In Mississippi, where the first showdown will occur on August 
3, the fourth term is the only visible issue. Former Governor Mar- 
tin Sennett (Mike) Conner, whose hopeful political rise was snuffed 
out in 1936 because of his never varying and implacable opposition 
to the New Deal, is attempting a comeback on the assumption that 
the state’s voters have recanted their allegiance to that institution. 

Governors of Mississippi traditionally have controlled selection 
of delegates to presidential nominating conventions and Conner has 
said that if he is elected he will go the limit in opposition to 
President Roosevelt. 


BILBO HOPS IN Senator Theodore (The Man) Bilbo hopped 

into the campaign last week just as defi- 
nitely on the President’s side. Arriving in Jackson, the state capi- 
tal, Bilbo made two predictions, (1) that Mr. Roosevelt will be 
renominated, (2) that Lester Franklin, one of the three men con- 
testing against Conner, will be nominated for Governor in the 
first primary. Of the other aspirants for the governorship, Dennis 
Murphree, the present lieutenant governor, is a 100 per cent New 
Dealer, and Thomas L. Bailey is anti-New Deal. 

With four candidates running, no one of them may receive a 
majority, thus necessitating a second primary; but, in that case, 
it is predicted, the run-off will be between Conner and one or the 
other of the pro-Roosevelt entries. 


INTERESTING KENTUCKY Kentucky is of special interest, 


both because it is the one bor- 
der state that held firm for the New Deal in 1942 and it is the 
home of Senator Alben W. Barkley, President Roosevelt’s senate 
leader, who, incidentally, must run for re-election next year. 

Republican hopes in the impending Kentucky gubernatorial con- 
test are increased by a split in the Democratic ranks, no less bitter 
than that in Mississippi, although the New Deal is only indirectly 
involved. 

The present Governor, Keen Johnson, came into office as the 
protege of his predecessor, Senator Albert B. (Happy) Chandler. 
Since then, however, Johnson and Chandler have drifted apart. The 
final break between them occurred when Johnson sought to pass 
the governorship on to J. Lyder Donaldson, head of the politically 
powerful state highway department and long an arch enemy of 
Chandler. The latter is handicapped by the fact that opposition 
to Donaldson is divided between two candidates, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Rodes Meyer and Ben Kilgore, president of the state’s Farm 
Bureau Federation. Because of this situation, the betting odds favor 
Donaldson, but so much animosity is being engendered in the con- 
test as to endanger the Democratic final election prospect. 

The virtually unanimous Republican gubernatorial selection is 
Simeon S. Willis, a former justice of the state supreme court and 
a man of exceptionally high standing. 

In New Jersey the Democrats are

plagued by a long-standing feud be- 


tween Boss Frank Hague, of Jersey City, and Governor Charles 
Edison, son of the famous inventor. This division contributed to 
the whopping majority that was rolled up for Republican candidates 
for United States senator and other offices in the election last year 
and there is every indication that this history will be repeated next 
November. 

When he resigned as secretary of the navy to run for Governor, 
Edison was rated as a New Deal champion, but not in recent months. 
He broke with the administration when President Roosevelt ap- 
pointed Thomas F, Meaney, a Hague satellite, to a federal judge- 
ship. Hague, who continues to hold the White House favor, not yet 
has announced his choice for Governor, but whoever he may be it 
is certain that Edison will enter a candidate against him. 

_ New Jersey Republicans, in contrast, have sunk their manifold 
differences for the time being by unanimously selecting Walter E 
Edge, who held the office for four years during World War I and 


later served as United States senator and

LIFE IN WASHINGTON WASHINGTON, July 29.—Don'’t 


believe all you hear about terrible 
living conditions in this wartime capital of the world. It may not 
be living in Utopia, but it isn’t half bad—except for the laundry 
Situation, whieh is all bad. 


Washington before the war was a little on the sleepy side, but 
the new blood brought in by the war has pepped things up, crowded 
the buses and street cars, kept the restaurants full, and started wait- 
ing lines in front of some of the theaters. But the average street 
car or bus isn’t any more crowded in rush hours than the Peachtree 
or Ponce de Leon or Walker-West View cars (after all, they couldn't 
be); and a wait of at most 15 minutes for supper is about all one 
has to put up with even on Thursday night, Thursday being to 
Washington like Monday is to Atlanta, with most of the down- 
town stores open for the convenience of those who can't shop during 
the daytime. As for the theaters, they stay pretty full, but gen- 
erally speaking the only waiting line is in front of the theater of 
Tech's pride and joy in the capital, Carter Barron, and even at that 
some of Atlanta’s theaters with a particularly good show will draw 
the same lineup. 


But compared to Washington, Atlanta’s laundry situation is 
heavenly. Here they tell you you can get your laundry in a week 
or 10 days, but they mean two or three weeks, perhaps. 

Food prices are a little above At-

lanta’s, and rents, if you can find 


a place to rent, have been held within fairly decent levels. You can 
always find a room—plenty of them. But there does seem to be 
a very much better choice of food here, and it is a rare menu with- 
out an option of lamb or veal, seafood, possibly beef (actually), ° 
while pork is particularly plentiful. In contrast to Atlanta, howe 
ever, chicken is a luxury—people invite you out when they get one. 


Probably most of the complaints from Washington stem from 
the crowded conditions of the hotels. They are full, most of the 
time, but not so full that a reservation in time won't take care of 
the situation. 

But don’t let anybody kid you about the easy life of an officer 
here—that is, unless he has a home and goes there and stays. 
Washington officers have the strongest right arms of any race of 
officers in history, what with the streets jammed with enlisted 
personnel, even though there does seem to be tacit agreement that 
they salute only officers of their own services unless he happens to 
be a top-ranker. Some officers hit the downtown section saluting 
and just put that old right arm on automatic and keep it going. 
WACS, WAVES, SPARS and Leatherettes seem to have a lot of 
fun saluting everybody, sometimes even civilians with hats on, 
which in Washington seems to make you a civilian general or 
something. :

Private Robert Joslin Jr., somewhere in Africa, writes to me 
in part as follows: 

“I thought the worst had happened, but now they’ve got me 
playing nurse maid to a camel. If you haven’t heard any atrocity 
stories from this front, it is because nothing else seems very bad 
to people who associate with camels. 


“The camel is class conscious and always feels abused. -He has 
four ways of getting even with people he doesn’t like—which 
means anybody of Christian ancestry. 

“He has four stomachs, and you should see him—from a dis- 
tance—when he gives himself the order to ‘Fire one'’ or ‘Fire 
two!’ He belches up a green missile the size of your fist and spits 
it like an old-time tobacco chewer. He is too smart to fire solid 
shot; he sprays it like a machinegun so he can’t miss. 

“His second and third methods are more deadly. . His hind legs 
are mounted on universal joints so they swing free, and he can 
kick a curve with either one.

While loading up one 
morning, I stopped to converse with my camel after he stepped 
on my foot, and he turned his head and stared at me in frank 
admiration. When I ran out of breath and stopped, he chuckled 
and slowly closed one eye. Then I caught on. When he makes 
those awful noises, he is swearing. What kept me fooled so long 
was that he cusses in Arabic. 

“The camel was conceived in that region where they learned 
to do without water, and he knows he is an alien in this world. 
When he mutters to himself, he is wishing he was back home in 
hell.

Training for War Work 

The important job the high schools of 
Georgia are doing in training workers in war 
industry was revealed this week by State 
School Superintendent M. D. Collins and Voca- 
tional Education Director M. D. Mobley, in 
speeches made at the annual meeting of the 
War Education Commission. 

Director Mobley told how the vocational 
forces in the public schools have, during the 
past year, trained 36,095 persons for jobs in 
war industry. On these, 18,294 were in pre- 
employment courses and 17,801 were persons 
already employed seeking training which would 
result in better paid work. 

Dr. Collins announced that courses in avia- 
tion mechanics, entirely ground work for the 
training of mechanics, will be introduced in 
108 Georgia high schools this year. Georgia is 
one of two southern states chosen for this 
activity. 

It is just as essential for victory that a 
constant supply of trained production workers 
be furnished the war factories as that a steady 
supply of trained men be furnished the armed 
services. Each is dependent upon the other 
and if either fails our war effort will end in 
defeat. 

No man can say how long the war will last. 
Estimates vary from a few months .to six 
years or longer. We should be foolishly suicidal 
if we failed to plan for years of war and to 
provide man power and woman power for the 
carrying on of a steadily accelerating offensive 
in which all must join. 

Nor is the value of such training as is being 
given in Georgia schools limited to the needs 
of war. Long after the war is done thousands

Thus Georgia becomes the first state in the 
nation to give the chief justice of its highest 
court to the service.

2 cups any table wine 

14 cup honey

Whip 
2 egg whites until stiff and beat in the 2 tablespoons sugar, add the 
vanilla and finally the cream whipped until thick but not stiff. Fold 
in peaches and freeze. :

Now that many jars are filled with the basic things, like string 
beans and tomatoes, perhaps you will have time to make some “ex- 
tras” to add zest and interest to wartime meals. Here are suggestions: 


Grape Juice. 


Pick over and wash ripe Concord grapes, strip from the stems and 
put the fruit in a kettle, adding 1 cup cold water to each 2 quarts 
grapes. Mash with a potato masher and then heat slowly to the 
boiling point. Simmer until the grape seeds loosen and float on top of 
the mixture. Strain the juice through a jelly bag or a double thick- 
ness of cheesecloth placed in a large colander. Measure the juice 
and add 1 cup sugar for each 6 cups“grape juice. Save the pulp to 
make grape marmalade, see recipe below. Boil the juice and sugar 
rapidly for 3 minutes, pour boiling hot into sterilized bottles or jars 
and seal at once.

Grape Marmalade. 


Rub the grape pulp left, after extracting the juice, through a 
'coarse strainer, discarding only the seeds. Measure the pulp and 
then measure 3-4 cup sugar for each cup of pulp. Mix, heat to the 
| boiling point and boil for about 20 minutes or until thick, stirring 
'frequently to keep it from scorching. Pour into clean, hot jelly 
glasses and seal with melted paraffin. 

| Tomato Juice. 


Scald and peel 10 pounds of ripe, firm tomatoes, then cut them 
in slices and put them in a large saucepan, saving all the juice. Add 
2 teaspoons salt, 2 thin slices onion, 1 tablespoon sugar and 1-2 cup 
chopped or finely cut celery. Heat slowly to the boiling point ina 
boil gently for 10 minutes. Strain through a double thickness of 
cheesecloth, pressing out all the juice. Reheat the juice to the boiling 
| point, boil for 1 minute and pour immediately into hot, sterilized pint 
jars or bottles and seal at once. 


Dried Parsley (or Other Herbs). 

Select fresh springs of parsley, rinse in cold water, shake dry and 
put in a cheesecloth bag or a paper sack. Do not crowd too many 
sprigs in at one time. Hang the bag in the sun or in a warm place 
until the parsley is completely dried. Then store in glass jars or 
crumble the leaves and store in small tin boxes. 


Tomato Sauce. 

Scald and peel 3 pounds of ripe tomatoes, cut in slices and put 
in a kettle with 2 teaspoons salt, 1-4 teaspoon cayenne pepper or half 
a chili pepper without the seeds, 1 teaspoon sugar. Boil gently until 
reduced to about 1-2 its original quantity, or for about 40 minutes 
| Rub the mixture through a coarse strainer, reheat to the boiling point 

and boil for 10 minutes. Pour boiling hot into small, sterilized pre 
serve Jars and seal immediately. Good for spaghetti, rice, dried lim« 
beans and other dishes. 

Spiced Cantaloupe or Honeydew Melon. 


Peel off the thin outer rind of the melon and discard it. Cut the 
‘rest of the hard rind into small cubes, cover with cold water and add 
1-2 teaspoon powdered alum to each quart of water. Let stand over- 
night and in the morning drain, rinse with fresh cold water. drain, 
cover with cold water and boil gently until the cubes are tender 
enough to be pierced with a toothpick. Drain, then measure the 
cubes. For each 4 cups cubes put in a saucepan 1 cup sugar. 1 cup 
honey, 1 cup cider vinegar, 12 whole cloves, a stick of cinnamon and 
the yellow rind of 1-2 a lemon cut in thin strips. Boil this mixture 
for 5 minutes, add the melon cubes and boil slowly for 40 to 60 
minutes or until they are transparent around the edges. Pour into 
sterilized half-pint jars and seal. . 
Carrot Marmalade. 

Wash and scrape large, perfect carrots, then grate them or run 
them through the food chopper using a fine knife. Measure the carrot 
pulp and juice and add 1-2 cup honey and 1-2 cup sugar to each 
cup of carrots. Add the grated rind of 1 lemon and the juice: of 1 
lemon to each 3 cups of carrots. Let the mixture stand overnight In 
the morning, heat slowly to the boiling point and boil with frequent 
stirring until it is slightly thickened. This takes about 50 minutes. 
Pour into small sterilized jars and seal with paraffin.
